Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The following recitation is not understood.: 

a particle catcher (9; 39; 69; 99; 13 9) for catching 
particles (13, 14; 133) from water in the kettle, 
characterized in that the particle catcher (9; 39; 69; 
99; 13 9) is situated in a region in which a downward flow 
obtains during heating of water in the kettle and has an 
inlet (11; 101; 131) for catching the descending 
particles (13, 14; 133) which is directed upwards when 
the kettle is in an upright position. 



It is unclear what minimal components Applicants intend to include, to 
accomplish the stated functions.
